Preliminary Steps 


When a now battleship is aulhoriz- 


ranger, and so on. 


In conjunction with the secretary 


of tlie navy and the chief of naval 
operations, a decision is reached on 
these matters, and the result is com- 
municated to the preliminary design 
section of the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair, in Washington. 


Now the designers get busy. 
They prepare and submit detailed 


plans, showing what a layman would 
consider complete details of the pro- 
posed vessel—deck 
plans, sectional 


plans, outboard profile, They make up 
a number of these, with variations; 
it isn't uncommon for 60 or 70 sets 
to be drawn. 


Those go back to the secretary and 


the board for decision. Model hulls, 
built according to some of these de- 
signs, are tested in the model basin. 
Eventually, some one set of designs 
is decided on, and the navy is ready 
to ask contractors for bids. 


Now come more plans. The various 


contractors must have very detailed 
blueprints and specifications,, in order 
to estimate costs. These are duly 
drawn up and passed around. 
In 


the course bf time, assuming that 
the ship i.i not to be built in a navy 
yard' by* government workers, some 
ship builder gets the contract and 
8!oes to work. 


Parade of Plans 


But (lie planning has only started. 


The ship yard needs working plans— 
a prodigious number of them, show- 
ingjvcry, last rivet hole on the ves- 


To build a'^modern battleship, it 


will need fully 400 plans. 
Its own 


drafting and designing staff, which 
probably numbers 400 men or more, 
gets busy on these. 


Production of these plans continues 


as long as (he ship is on the ways. 
It may go on even after the ship 
is launched; for certain defects -in 
construction may crop out, and before 
they can bo remedied, new plans must 
be drawn. Thus the designing may 
continue after the vessel is, to all 
appearances, completed. 


Meanwhile, other plans arc need- 


ed for the other contractors, plans 
for the firm that is building the 
engines, plans for the guns, plans 
for the intricate machinery that is 
required in all parts of the shff). 


Here, too, the utmost detail is nec- 


essary. Just as an illustration, a mod- 
ern battleship contains as many dif- 
ferent types of machinery as are to be 
found in the whole city of Washing- 
ton. 


It's A Long Job 


All In all, this designing and plan 


ning takes lots of time . The navy's 
Washington slalf 
of 
UJl-odd 
may 


put in six months on the preliminary 
designs. 
The shipyard's staff 
will, 


as not, put In three years on its part 
of the job. 


One of the legacies of the recent 


naval building holiday, incidentally, 
was a shortage of skilled naval archi- 
tects. Right now the navy is training 
some 200 graduates of recognized tech- 
nical schools in its different naval 
yards. 


They arc rated as junior engineers, 


and receive $2000 a year. It takes 
two or three years, sometimes longer 
to qualify them as full-fledged de- 
signers. 


The navy's design staff keeps busy 


all the time, and is foreever looking 
ahead to possible future designs. 
If 


this month, for instance, the adminis- 
tration should decide to build a couple 
of 45,00 ton battleships in place of the 
standard 35,000-ton type, the designers 
would have something pretty definite 
to offer immediately.

JOHNSON^TPROPOSAL

The city council Tuesday night pass- 


ed a resolution by Alderman L. Car- 
ter Johnson authorizing the mayor and 
city, recorder to execute a 10-year con- 
tract with the Louisiana-Nevada Tran- 
sit company to furnish natural gas for 
the municipal water and light plant. 


The rate contract calls for fuel at 10 


cents per thousand cubic feet which 
represents a reduction of approximate- 
ly one-third the present cost, 


In figures it would mean a saving of 


more than $600 per month or approxi- 
mately 57,500 per your. Over the 10- 
year stretch it would mean a saving of 
approximately 575,000, 


The saving, is expected to be even 


greater as the plant is using more fuel 
because of the constant growth of elec- 
tric linos which arc being cxtende in 
every direction of a seven-mile radius 
of Hope. 


Awaiting Decision 


The contract with the Louisiana-Ne- 


vada'Transit company hinges upon'a 
decision "by the federal Power»Com- 
mission of Washington, D. C., which at 
present has under advisement a re- 
quest for a permit of the company to 
construct a pipe line from Cotton Val- 
ley, La., to Okay, Ark. 


If granted, this proposed line would 


serve Tcxarkuna, Texas, Hope Water 
& Light Plant, Temple Cotton Oil com- 
pany, Hope Brick Works and the Okay 
"ement company at Okay. 


The hearing for the request by the 


Louisiana-Nevada 
Transit 
company 


was held before the Federal Power 
Com'm'ission several weeks ago. Briefs 
.ire to be filed May 8. A final decision 
is expected within a week or 10 clays 
afterwards. 


Officials of the company arc expcct- 


ng a favorable decision as survey work 
is underway on the proposed line and 
contracts also have been drawn for 
prospective customers. 


Distribution System 


Alderman Carter Johnson also rec- 


ommended at the council meeting 
Tuesday night that the council give 
serious consideration to the fcasability 
)f acquiring the Hope plant of the 
Arkansas Louisiana Gas company.He 
.aid this could be done under an ex- 
sling state law. 


This would mean that the Hope city 


government could set up and operate 
its own distribution system, buying 
the natural gas supply from Louisiana-

which overnight finds the Nazi hand 
at its throat, live Rumans, Hungarians, 
Germans, Jews, Bulgarians Ukrain- 
ians Russians Serbs, Armenians, Tar- 
tars, Turks and Swiss. 


Tliis little land of many peoples has 


been swept by one invasion after an- 
other since the dawn of recorded his- 
tory. 


Rumania and England were Roman 


colonies in the days

distinctly Latin, with 70 per cent of 
its inhabitants of Human origin, one of 
the oldest races in Europe. 


Little that is Roman remains to the 


country except tradition, but it is 
a srong tradition. Rumania has been 
crossed by all the Slavs that traveled 
south or west, and the Rumanian gov- 
ernment has even been farmed out to 
3 recce by the Turks, but tho ancient 
boast that is is the "Human father- 
land" remains very real. 


An Ancient People 


Before any of the Aryan races moved 


into Europe, Dancian ancestors of the 
Rinnans lived in Transylvania, that 
great diversified plateau so rich in 
minerals, and separated 
from 
the 


Danubian plains and the steppes of 
Russia by the Carpathian mountains. 
Runian occupation of that area can be 
traced back to the second millennium 
before Christ. Strong, swarthy, intel- 
ligent, the Rumans wore much the 
same costumes in that far off day that 
the Ruman peasant wears today—the 
knee-length tunic and tight white 
trousers. 


Before the coming of the Romans, 


the domain of Transylvania was a 
strong and aggressive Dacian kingdom. 
The Dacians were agriculturists and 
to these first Transylvanians, the 
modern Ruman peasant traces his or- 
igin. Recent research has done much 
to prove that the Roman penetration 
of the lands of the Racian kings was 
slow, and Roman influences had been 
active in the region between Ituly 
and the Carpathians for many years 
before the Dacian plateau was added 
to Ihc Roman Empire. 


The first Roman soldiers and trad- 


ers found Transylvania a well-or- 
ganized, cultured state, with the Da- 
cian kings holding forth in strong, 
stone-lortrcssed 
towns. 
Along the 


Danube the traces of Emperor Tra- 
jan's campaigns against'the Dacians• 
arc numerous, one of the most notable 
being the great wall between Con-1 
stanta and the Danube near Ccrna- 
Voda. 


Great numbers of Roman colonials 


finally settled among the Dacian.* after 
the first century, A. D. The blending 
of Dacians and Romans was thorough, 
and the Ruman of today is a direct 
descendant of that fusion, still cling- 
ing to the Ruman name and Latin 
turn of speech. Christianity was in- 
troduced about 100 years after Christ. 


End of an Era 


Roman rule ended 
in 271 under 


Gothic pressure and Aurelian made tho 
Danube his frontier and the Daeo- 
Romans disappeared from history for 
hundreds of years, reappearing as 
Wallachians. still living in Trun.s.vl- 
vania despite waves of invading bar- 
barians. 
Hungarians, 
Magyars and 


Germans moved in as early as 1150, and 
the Rumans south of the Carpathians 
formed independent'states that were 
to become Wallachia in 1350 when the 
Magyars formed Moldavia in the up- 
per valley of the Pruth.

Actually blood pressures are con- 


trolled by several' factors, including 
the pumping action of the heart, the 
-esistance in the blood vessels, the 
amount of blood, its thiskness, and 
•)ther factors, he blood pressure sys- 
tem may be compared, of course, to 
iiy sort of pumping system in which 
he strength of the pump, the resist- 
ince in the system, the elasticity in 
he hose or pipes, the amount of fluid, 
md its thickness all play a part. 


We know that the average blood 


pressure for a man in ordinary health 
is represented by 120 millimeters of 
'm'ercury at the tune when the heart 
has contracted arid 80 millimeters of 
mercury at the time when the heart 
has relaxed. However, the figures are 
also influenced by the ago, the sex and 
the weight of the person concerned, 
by'his digestion, the state of his emo- 
tions, the amount of physical exercise 
in which he has indulged, and even his 
posture. We know also that the blood 
pressure rises as we grow older. 


It is common to say that the average 


for a normal human being is 100 plus 
the age of-the person concerned, but 
after the age of 25 this might be a lit- 
tle too high. A person at the age of 
60, for example, might well have .a 
pressure of 135 and 89 instead of 160. 


There seems to be a tendency fo(r 


people who are overweight to have 
blood pressures higher than others. 
Certainly anger makes the blood pres- 
sure rise. Indeed, it has been shown 
that the blood- pressure will rise dur- 
ing sleep in connection with dreams 
which bring about the sensation of 
anger. 


High blood.pressure is not:a disease, 


therefore. It is a condition which'oc- 
curs as a result of several factors. • A 
high pressure is not necessarily.perm- 
it nent; ttcother does it necessarily pro- 
gress. 


Some people with high blood pres- 


sure look healthy and carry on their 
daily activities with ease. In some, 
however, the gradual narrowing of the 


blood vessels brings about a steady, in- 
creasd in pressure, which also in- 
creases' the work of the heat-t. 
' 


Apparently there are many causes 


of high blood pressure, including in- 
heritance of narrow blood vessels, 
changes which tend to* narrow them, 
and possibly also diseases of the kid- 
nejrS and of other organs which bring 
into the .body - substances lending to 
raise "the pressure because-they coa- 
strict the blood vessels. 


Most people believe that mental 


worry and strain nfe responsible For 
high blood pressure. There seems to 
be a definite relationship between,fa- 
tigue find strain and changes taking 
place in thb blood and in the blood 
vessels. For this reason mental and 
physical relaxation are recommended 
to those with high blood pressure as 
a means of lowering it,

Hollywood musicians' union lists its 
mombers under the names of the in- 
Stiuuienia they play.

Three instruments which Marc nev- 


er has had occasion to play are the 
chitarrou, the Burmese song and the 
Irish harp. He admits he can't do 
much with the chitarrou anyway, be- 
cause minstrels of antiquite used to 
spend lifetimes trying to master the 30 
strings. The soupcl is supposed to be 
almost exactly like the harp with 
which Dnvid soothed Saul. It was a 
hollow sounding-barrel made of hard 
leather.

'Strangest of all his instruments was 


the Hindu tauss. It hangs on a wall 
in Marc's bedroom nnd is almost as 
long as the bed.

Best Grass Seed Saves Money 


By DONALD dUAY

When making a new lawn or re- 


juvenating an old one do not be eco- 
nomical in what.you do but you can 
save money in how you do it. 


Grass roots need at least n depth of 


five inches of growing soil with a sub- 
soil that is porous. Never try to be 
economical by trying to grow grass on 
two or three inches of gooij soil. You 
will spend more money in a period of 
a few yenrs by adding fertilizer and 
extra water than if you had prepared 
the ground right in the beginning. 


A good Way to save money in gard- 


ening is not to attempt to grow grass 
in a shaded place. Spmc trees, such as 
the hard and soft maple, the oaks, 
willows and poplars, take up so much 
moisture and feed upon*, the surface 
ground to an extent that even though 
their lower limbs are cut, still grass 
will not grow. 


Also grass will not grow close to the 


north side of a house. 


Gardeners spend considerable money 


each year trying to grow grass in such 
places and it is just' so much money 
thrown away. The economical way is 
to grow-a ground cover like myrtle 
or pachysandra in such places and not 
try to grow grass. 


If there is sun for at least half the 


day and no roots of trees to contend 
with, grass will grow. 


It costs money to place manure in

sand wire worm: 


The sand wire worm is essentially a 


pest of overcultivated soils. It is the 
larvae of a click beetle which de- 
posits its eggs in loose soil, probably 
m soil that is cultivated. For this 
reason it is most injurious in fields 
that have been in corn and cotton over 
a period of years. 


The pest is a general feeder and is 


injurious to practically all crops. How-' 
ever, an infestation does not build up 
except in fields which have been In 
cultivation for a number of years. 
If the land is left uncultivated or is 
sown to a crop which does not require 
cultivation during the summer months, 
the infestation the succeeding year 
tends to be reduced. 


There is another factor whcih affects 


the abundance of wire worms. The 
wire worms are very easily injured by 
too much moisture in the soil. For 
this reason anything which increases 
the water holding capacity of the soil 
reduces wire worm injury. The ad- 
dition of manure or plowing under 
green manure is hardly a control 
measure but it reduces the wire worm 
infestation. 
. With these biological facts in mind 
the following control measures have 
been recommended. A rotation is used 
in which an unculticated crop in one 
year in two or one year in three is in- 
cluded. Land which is infested with 
wire worms should be sowed in non- 
cultivated crops such as oats or cow 
peas sowed brodcast, or possibly in a 
crop like Sudan. If oats is used the 
land should not be stirred after har- 
vest but should be left' unculticated 
until fall since the adult beetles are 
active in June and July. These crops 
may be injured by the wire worms 
that are already in the soil but a new 
infestation does not begin. If the in- 
jury has been severe it might be ad- 
visable to return to a non-cultivated 
crop the second year. As a rule if 
non-cultivated crop is used in one oul 
of two or one out of three years the 
infestation does not build up, how- 
ever. 


The second thing to do is. to in- 


crease the humis content of the soil. 


Cowpeas or soybeans grown ,in rows, 


with corn and cultivated does not help 
the situation since they furnish satis- 
factory food for the wire worm. 


While we have a good many observa- 


tions on wire worm control in south- 
western Arkansas we have never done 
any direct experimental work. I an 
hoping that we shall be able to ge 
around to that. If you have a gooc 
many fields injured' with wire worms, 
in Hempstead county this year 
would be glad if you would keep thi 
places in mind and at sometime late 
ether I or Doctor Sanderson mght b< 
able to coiro down and look the sit 
uation over. 


It would be appreciated if any on< 


having Ian dbadly infested with tin 
sand wire worms would bring speci 
mens to the extension office so thai 
the greatest assistance possible maj 
be rendered. 


Farmers unfamiliar with the char- 


acteristics of winter legumes should 
be discouraged b ythe-apparent poor 
gro,wth these crops made in the winter 
and turn them under before they fix 
enough nitrogen to make them prof- 
itable. 


Though vetch 
and 
other winter 


legumes have hardly made enoug 


grqwth this year to look green in the 
fields, farmers who have grown these 
crops know that they make their 
greatest growth after the warm days 
of early spring. Many of this year's 
stands will produce growth to be 
turned under in April and still furnish 
sufficient nitrogen for a corn or col- 
on crop. 
Winter legumes should be turned 
nder, if the crop is to be followed by 
o'rn or cotton, when 50 or GO pounds
